Carried in Autos to Hotels. 

The special train of the Southern 
railroad which bore the visiting dele- 
gates reached ‘Atlanta shortly after 
midnight Sunday morning.

Washington, October 6.—Immigration 
of Japanese into America is increasing 
at so alarming a rate that is has been 
determined by the government to 
adopt extraordinary measures to pre- 
vent the introduction into the United 
States, not only of Japanese but of 
other Asiatic coolie laborers. P 

One result of the trip of Secretary 
Straus of the department of com- 
merce and labor, along the Canadian 
border and the Pacific coast has been 
an increasing of the force of the im- 
migration inspectors along the, Ca- 
nadian border with a view to control, 
if possible, the flood of Asiatic im- 
migration into America. 

The official figures of the immigra- 
tion of Japanese into America are not 
available because Secretary Straus de- 
clines at this time to make them pub- 
lic; but it known that more than 
double the number of Japanese have 
come into the United States thus far 
in the year I907 than came here dure 
ing the same period last year. 

Japs Slip Over Border. 

Naturally, the figures of the govern- 
ment do not include the hundreds of 
Japanese who have come into the 
country .surreptitiously. They have 
come across the Canadian and Mexi- 
can bordetrs practically without hin- 
drance, despite the regulations adopt- 
ed by the govegnment to prevefft the 
introduction of Japanese laborers. 

The government of Japan does not is- — 

; orts to laborers for ar Ns 
ica. It does, however, issue passports ae - 
to them for the Hawaiian islands and 
Canada. Once in the Hawaiian islands 
they take passage either to Mexico 6r- 
to Canada and ther make their way 
across the border line into this coun- 
try either from *Mexico’ or the Do- 
minion of Canada. They take tram, 
for instance, from Mexico to Canada, 
through the United States. The rail- 
roads are not bonded as they are in* 
the case of Chinese passengers, to de- 
liver them at a specified destination. 
The result i# that the Japanese leave 
the train at any point in the United 
States they may choose. 

All Bound for United States. 

For many months the government ’ 
haS had immigration inspectors in 
Mexico and Canada making investiga- 
tions respecting the coming to Amer- 
ica of Asiatic laborers, especially Jap- 
anese. In practically every instance 
the inspectors have reported that the 
Japanese who reach Mexico or Canada 
are bound for the United States.- In- 
quiries in the Hawaiian islands have 
revealed organizations whose business 
it is to procure Japanese laborers to 
work in the United States. They not 
only provide the means but have the 
way by which the Japanese may easi- 
ly obtain entrance into this country 
through Canada and Mexico. es 

It is this sort of proposition the

THAN IN THE UNITED STATES 

New York, October 6.—Abbe felx 
Klein, one of the prominent members 
of the clerical element in France, who 
is making a study ef American social 
economic conditions, has returned from 
an extensive tour of the west. Speak- . 
ing of his observations, Abbe Klein 
said: 

‘Ty was much impressed while. on the 
Pacific coast with the anti-Japanese 
feeling existing at Vancouver and 
throughout British Columbia, which is 
far more intense than the feeling on 
the American side of the border. At 
an Francisco the anti-Japanese element — 
is conservatively small, and one hears 
little of active agitation against the 
Japanese. On the other hand, at Van- 
couver there was evidence of intense 
hostility. It was not a question of 
labor, “butt of race.

AN UNKNOWN MAN. 
Features Mutilated. 

The condition the thirty men ine 
jured is pitiable. Although still alive, 
the features of a majority are muti- 
lated beyond recognition. The hot 
metal Was showered over them, caus- 
ing horrible injuries. Arms, fingers 
and ears were torn off, while a number 
of the men had their eyes burned out. 
Several men are in the hospital with 
their legs burned to a crisp. ‘At mid- 
night the physicians attending the in- 
jured said that at least twenty of them 
would die. 

The explogion wag caused by the up- 
setting of a metal not in the cupola, 
Which contained 5,000 pounds of molten 
metal ready for casting. A span in the 
pot broke, allowing the liquid iron to 
splll over the wet sand. An explosion 
followed so quickly that none of the 
workmen in the building had a chance 
to escape. Streams of the burning met‘: 
al potwred out on the workmen some 
of whom were engulfed and literally 
eooked. Twenty men near the cupola 
had every shred of clothing biown off 
by the force of the explosion. 

Many Buried Under Wreckage. 
Many were buried under the wreckage 
and were not rescued for an hour after 
the catastrophe. When the flames shot 
from the burning car sworks fully 10,000 
people rushed to the scene, blocking 
@treets and interfering with fire com- 
panies and ambulances. Through lack 
of room many of the injured were com- 
pelled to lie for an hour on cots in 
street cars before it was possible to 
take them to the hospital, a mile and 14 
half away. Members of the fire depart- 
ment and citizens assisted in caring for 
the men who were totally naked and 
suffering intensely with the cold,

Episcopal Clergyman Tried to 
Thwart Maryland Mob, 


LYNCHERS STORMED JAIL 


And Were Guided to the Cell of the 
Murderer by Other Negroes—The 
Priest Failed to Save the 
Negro, but He Protected 
Body After Death. 


Cumberland, Md., October 6—The first 


occurred early this morning when Wil- 
liam Burns, a negro desperado, who 
had killed Policeman August Banter, 
felt the rough judgment of ly nchers., 
Banter’s death on Saturday was fole- 
lowed by threats against the negro. 
these coming as much from negroes as 
from whites. 

The police paid no attention to the 
rumors that were afloat. Only Deputy 
Sheriff ‘Adam was at the jail 
when, after midnight, a hundred men 
appeared and demanded the keys. 
These being refused, a telegraph pole 
was used as a battering ram and an 
entrance to the Luilding was forced. 
‘Other negroes in the neighboring 
cells were careful to guide the lynch- 
ers to that of burns’ and here again 
the battering ram was used. The 
lynchers found their victim crouching 
behind his cot, and seizing him by the 
feet, dfagged him downstairs and into 
the street, where, within a few yards 
of the jail, Burns was kicked and shot 
to death. 

Rev. W. Cleveland Hicks, an Episco- 
pal clergyman, did his best to save the 
negro and afterwards protected the 
body until the arrival upon the scene 
of Judge A. Hunter Boyd and the po- 
lice. Judge Boyd called upon. the 
crowd to disperse and in this he was 
promptly obeyed. The body was re- 
moved to an undertaking establish 
ment and 10,000 persons are estim@ed 
to have viewed it today. 


WATCHMAN KILLED AT POST 


Negro Is Arrested on Suspicion of 
Committing Marder. 

Bridgeton, N. J. October 6.—James 
Gamm, aged sixty-five years, a night 
watchman for a _ basket factory, was 
found murderer at his post today.

And Then Fielder Used One 
on Himself 


DAUGHTER SAW TRAGEDY 


, 

Little Girl Was Leaning Against 
Mother When Father Began Fir- 
ing—The Murder and Sui. 
cide Due to Domestic 
Differences. 


Baltimore, Md., October 6.—With the 
li-year-Aid daughter. of the couple as 
the witness, <Albert Fielder, a milk 
dealer, aged 45 years, today fired five 
bullets into the body of his wife, Ida, 
killing her instantly, and then shot 
himself in the head, dying in an ambu- 
lance, in which he was being hurried 
to a hospital. 

The couple had been living apart for 
some time, and Mrs. Fielder, finding 
the task of supporting her five small 
children too much for her, had asked the 
advice of a police magistrate. He told 
her to call upon her husband for $6 a 
week, and, in the event of-his refusing 
or failing :to give it to her, to swear 
out a warrant for his arrest, 

Fielder heard of this, and this after- 
noon went to his wife's home and wup- 
braided her. He, according to the ac- 
count of his little daughter, declared 
that his wife should never live to 
cause his arrest, and immediately com- 
menced firing. The child was leaning 
against her mother with the latter's 
arm.about her, at the time, and that 
she was not herself shot is accounted 
for by the fact that the pistol was 
held so close to Mrs. Fielder that her 
clothing was ignited by the flashes 
from the’ weapon, and was still burn- 
ing when neighbors, attracted by the 
noise of the shooting and the cries of 
the children, rushed into the house.

What the farmer wants and what he 
is entitled to have is adequate protec- 
tien for himself and his family, but 
ne can scarcely afford to plant himself 
in the way of his own financial prog- 
ress, when there are other effective 
means of attaining a desired end. 

It may be safely said there is no 
state legislature which will refuse to 
epact a law effectively regulating the 
running of automobiles, and in a man- 
rer which will, in its observance, fully 
protect all in their rights upon the 
public roads. Many states have al- 
ready done this, and automobilists, 
vith small exception, will again, as 
they have done in other instances, 
jcin in the request for the enactment 
o* a safe and adequate law.

gee rivers in Georgia, has aroused great 
interest in Macon, and business men 
have been quick to advance statements 
that they will do all in their power 
to induce their representatives to enter 
the fight for the adoption of such a - 
plan this session.

E. D. Ansley, one of the largest retail 
srocers in the state, said it would prove 
the greatest commercia] movement to 
Georgia and other territory touched that 
has come into the business interests of 
the south since traffic became a factor 
in the making of the section.

FERTILIZER FOR “BLACK, SPONGY 
LAND.” 


Mss E. T., Oak Hill, Ga.—I have a 
‘kind of black, spongy land in a creek 
bottom that does not produce Well and 
I have been trying to find the needed 
fertilizer for it. Stable manure and 
ashes, broadcast on a small plot of it, 
caused it to produce fine peas and good 
eorn the next year.

If so,. what can I use in the way 
of commercial fertilizer to supply pot- 
ash? If I need .muriate of potash, 
should it be mixed with some other 
commercial fertilizer to make corn 
grow on this land, and if so, what 
kind? I could not procure ashes and 
stable manure in sufficient’ quantities 
to improve much of it at a time. Sol 
shall feel greatly obliged if you will 
put me in the way of getting a suitable 
fertilizer, as neither my tenant nor my- 
self understand much about’ such 
things. 

Answer—Stable manure is not what 
your soil, as described by you, needs. 
The princtpal benefit derived from it in 
ordinary soils is due to the vegetable 
matter and nitrogen it contains. But 
your particular soil is already abun- 
dantly supplied with»vegetable matter 
(humus), which is shown in its dark 
color. The beneficial effect of the ap- 
plication of ashes may be due alone to 
the lime contained in the latter, and 
possibly, also, to the potash. The soil 
may also be deficient in phosphoric 
the whole I am-sinclined to 
believe that an applidation of 10 to 20 
bushels of air-slaked lime per acre 
would be very beneficial. You can 
often get the air-slaked lime of large 
dealerg in lime at a very moderate 
price. Doubtless potash, in the form of 
muriate of potash, mixed with acid 
‘phosphate, say 75 to 100° pounds of 
muriate to each 1,000 pounds of 14 per 
cent acid would be effective if applied 
at the rate of 400 to 500 pounds per 
acre for cotton. But I would try the 
lime also in a competitive way.

Answer: I suggest that you have 
partly answered your own inquiry when 
you gay that you are forced to feed 
your horse jrregularly. But this does 
not fully account for the manifestations, 
and I suspect that he has a chronic 
form of inflammation of the kidneys. 
You, being. a physician, may be able to 
verify this suggestion by examining his 
urine for albumen and casts, the finding 
of which would indicate vendal inflamma- 
tion. In such cases it Is important 
that a careful search be made for some 
functional disorder of other organs, 
and, if found, it should be treated either 
first or in connection with treatment 
for the disease of the kidneys. In all 
cases the building up of the general 
health is indicated. Give the following 
tonic: Two drams of phosphate of 
iron, 20 grains of nux-vomica and 4 
drams of powdered gentian root, dally. 
Or, if more convenient, or_in alterna- 
tion, 60 drops of sulphfiric acid or
